Local Woman to Race in Iditarod

Marion resident Barbie Foster is about to experi- 
ence one of the world's greatest adventures. This week 
she is preparing to participate in the Iditarod, a dog sled 
race that will take participants over 1,150 miles from An- 
chorage in south central Alaska, to Nome on the western 
Bering Sea coast in 10 to 17 days. 

Eighty-three "mushers" will compete in this 
year's race. Most live in Alaska, but the race also draws 
men and women from around the world. Each team has 
12 to 16 dogs that have been highly trained to follow the 
voice commands of the musher. 

The race begins on Saturday, March 3 and temper- 
atures are predicted to range from 14 degrees below zero 
to about 12 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Ms. Foster heads to Anchorage with mixed feel- 
ings. This year will be the first year that her childhood 
friend, Susan Butcher, is not present at the race. Ms. 
Butcher, a four-time winner of the Iditarod and the first

woman to finish in the top ten, died from leukemia last 
August, leaving behind two small children and her hus- 
band. 

The history of the race is quite interesting. The 
Iditarod Trail was the original thoroughfare through 
Alaska that was used by gold miners in the early 1900s. 
Since it was impossible to pass in an automobile, miners, 
priests, mail handlers and others traveled on dog sleds 
over the frozen tundra. Towards the end of the 1920s, air- 
planes became the primary method of transportation and 
travel on the Iditarod Trail diminished. History shows 
that the use of dogsleds diminished drastically as well for 
the next 40 or so years. 

In the 1960s, Dorothy Page, a resident from Wasil- 
la and local historian, first proposed the idea of a race 
over the Iditarod Trail to a local musher, Joe Redington, as 
a way to celebrate and recreate Alaskan history. The first 
"short race,'' consisting of 27 miles, ran in 1967 after much 
overgrowth was cleared from the trail. The original goal 
was to have the trail open to the ghost town of Iditarod, 
but ultimately the U.S. Army supported the effort and 
cleared the trail some 1150 miles to Nome. However, the 
name Iditarod had become established and remained the 
same, although musher s complete the race in Nome. 

Ms. Foster is to be part of the ceremonial start of 
the race on March 5. She will ride in Sonny Lindner's sled 
for the first eight or nine miles, and she will be thinking 
of her friend Susan who will be honored at this year's

We also spent a summer on a work camp on Cape 
Breton Island, Nova Scotia. Both Susan and I were picked 
as the hardest-working and most determined campers by 
the head of the camp. She clearly lived up to the camp's

tor Robert Martin, Rochester Herring Inspector David 
Watling, and Marion Herring Inspector James Gurney. 

After approving the minutes from their 2006 
meeting, the big question was: how is the herring stock 
doing in the Mattapoisett River? 

"The Division of Marine Fisheries did catch about 
60 fish ... which isn't much, considering we had 6,000 go 
through (the Mattapoisett River),'' Mr. Watling said. '1 
think we've kind of hit bottom (with our annual) count. 
Everything seems to be working fine, I just don't see the 
fish." 

"The first year the (herring run) ladder was put 
in ... we jumped from 100,000 to 130,000," Mr. Martin 
said.

down to under 10,000." 

Mr. Watling said other area herring resources 
have reported similar decreases in the number of fish. 
"The Division of Marine Fisheries did (continue the) 
moratorium on the upcoming season/' he said. 

"I think it may be worthwhile for this board to 
send a letter to SMAS (at UMass Dartmouth) for their in- 
put/' Selectman Andrews suggested. ''Maybe we can find 
out if the ocean herring counts are down ... and compare 
this data with our ale wives." 

At 7:19 pm the board met with John Rockwell of 
the Buzzards Bay Estuaries Program to discuss the town's 
wetland application for the Mattapoisett Bike Path Project. 
Mr. Rockwell submitted copies of the plans and noted a 
notice of intent needed to be filed with the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP), and all abutters to the 
property also need to be notified. A public hearing will 
also be scheduled to allow residents to provide input. 

"It starts at the Fairhaven town line and goes to 
Mattapoisett Neck Road/' Mr. Rockwell said. "The per- 
mitting (for the project) is a pretty simple process." 

At 7:26 pm the board met with the proprietor 
of Nick's Pizza to transfer the wine /malt license from 
"Nick's Homemade Pizza" to "Nick's Pizza House, LLC." 
This was simply a change in name and the manager and 
liquor license are to remain the same. There being no one 
present to voice objections to the license change, the board 
unanimously voted to approve the transfer as requested.

approval to conduct another road race/' said Road Race 
Vice President Chuck Kantner. ''This is our second year. 
Last year we had 208 participants — about half were from 
Rochester.

The town has been delinquent in getting this 
information to DOR, and unless it is filed by March 23, 
Rochester could lose up to $495,000 in state aid. 

But Mr. LaCamera said he has been diligently 
meeting with Town Treasurer Naida Parker and Town Ac- 
countant Patricia Eager to ensure the necessary filing gets 
done. 

''We will meet the deadline ... to file with the 
state," Mr. LaCamera said. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 7:33 pm.

Mattaposiett Sewer Study 

The Mattapoisett Board of Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners is proceeding with a Comprehensive Wastewa- 
ter Management Plan (CWMP) that reviews the long-term 
sewage needs of the community The project is funded 
through a $154,818 low-interest loan from the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP) and is being conduct- 
ed by Tighe and Bond, Inc. The engineer will be assisted 
by the board as well as by a Citizens Advisory Committee 
with representatives from various boards. 

The Water and Sewer Commissioners completed 
a similar planning study back in 1982 that has been used 
as a guide for the expansion of the municipal sewerage 
system for the last 25 years. The current study will include 
the following tasks: a sewer needs assessment to deter- 
mine areas of the community where sewer extensions 
may be needed; an infiltration/ inflow study to review 
potential drainage leaks into the sewer system; an evalua- 
tion of the mechanical and electrical equipment at the Eel 
Pond sewer pumping station; a review of the future sewer 
capacity needs of the community and initial discussions 
with Fairhaven regarding the possibility of increased sew- 
age capacity in the Fairhaven sewerage system.

Chapter Two: Pirates and King William's War 

By Charles Mendell 



The settlers took to the sea as well as to the soil 
and began exporting the many products from the 
forest. Wharves had to be built so vessels could be 
loaded before setting sail to Newport, Nantucket 
and Boston where merchants would pay well for 
their cargo. Oxen lunged down the cartpath, snaking 
huge logs to the water's edge to be sharpened, placed, 
steadied, and driven down by knotty arms. The side 
logs and braces notched, and mortised into place; 
gnarled hands fill the pier with stones and hew the 
floor logs flat on one side. These are laid across the 
top, and then the cap logs placed along the edges and 
fastened with oak pegs that will swell with dampness 
and hold like iron. It is slow, backbreaking work, but 
the landing is ready. 

From the forty acre woodlots the oxen plod again 
and again until the long stacks of wood make an 
avenue to the wharf. At high tide the beamy sloop 
is warped alongside and loaded. The next morning, 
after telling his boys to get the corn hoed, the brush 
cleared off the new lot, and to keep an eye out for 
that tarnal wildcat that ate the chickens just brought 
from Sandwich, the farmer, with a man to help make 
the sail, casts off and beats out of the harbor past the 
Neck into the Bay. There were such wharves at Brant 
Island Cove, up the River, at the mouths of the River 
and along Ned's Point shore. 

At home in the log house, his wife goes about her 
chores as usual — cooking, and sweeping, sewing and 
weaving, looking after the children and chickens and 
hogs and bean patch; but the lines in her face are set 
a little deeper than the day before. She knows. She's 
heard the men folk talk when neighbors stop by with 
the news. The uncharted shoals and reefs as jagged as 
broken teeth along the rocky coast, the swirling tide 
rips of Vineyard Sound. And if the wind hauls into 
the northeast and the forest moans, the swirling tide 
rips, she lifts her head to that rim of trees around the 
clearing, listening, worrying, seeing in her mind's eye 
the logy vessel, so clumsy it can scarcely claw off a lee 
shore. And even if the day is clear there is another 
fear — a fear too dreadful to think about — pirates. 



The coasts are sparsely settled. The King's ships, 
few and far away. The colonial governments in 
Boston, Plymouth, and Rhode Island are weak and 
bankrupt. Buccaneers have little to fear and cling 
along the coast. And now, in the summer of 1689, 
here was a pirate right in the Bay. She had a devil- 
ishly strategic position. No one could get by her. By 
making her headquarters in Tarpaulin Cove and 
other harbors of Nashon Island — only twelve miles 
across the Bay from Mattapoisett Neck — she could 
sail back and forth through Quicks Hole or cross the 
end of Cuttyhunk and intercept every vessel that 
passed through Vineyard Sound or in and out of the 
Bay. 

Something must be done. This infernal pirate is 
putting a crimp in things, stopping trade. So the men 
confer and ride through the forest trails to Sandwich; 
a complaint is sent to Boston, and the Governor acts. 
The armed sloop Mary, Capt. Samuel Pease, puts 
out around the Cape and into Vineyard Sound, "to 
surprise, and (in case of their making resistance) by 
force of Arms to take Thomas Hawkins and Thomas 
Pound who with a number of armed men joined with 
them had piratically seized several Vessels belonging 
to their Majestic Subjects of this colony and other 
parts of the Country." Captain Pease made Woods 
Hole on the fourth of October and learned that the 
pirate lay in Tarpaulin Cove, a few miles down the 
Sound. The Mary was put about and soon hove; in 
sight of the pirate vessel. Capt. Pease "mayde what 
sayle" he could and, as the report puts it: 

"Soon came near up with her, spread our King's 
Jack and fired a shot athwarte her forefoot, upon 
which a red flagg was put out on the head of the 
Sloop's Mast. Our Capt. ordered another shot to be 
fired athwarts her forefoot, but they not Striking we 
came up with them,our Capn. commanded us to fire 
at them which we accordingly did and called to them 
to strike the King of England. Pound standing on the 
Quarter deck with his naked sword flourishing in his 
hand, said, 

"Come on board you dogs and I will strike you 
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presently," or words to that purpose. His men stand- 
ing by him upon the deck with guns in their hands, 
and he taking up his Gun, they discharged a volley 
at us, and we at them again, and so continued fir- 
ing one at the other for some space of time in which 
engagement our Capt. Samuel Pease was wounded 
in the Arms, in the side, and in the thigh; but at 
length bringing them under our power, we made 
Sayle towards Roade Island and on Saturday the 
fifth of October got our wounded men on shore and 
procured Surgeons to dress them ..." 

Although Capt. Pease died of his wounds, the 
pirates were condemned at the bar in Boston, and 
there was prayerful rejoicing around the Bay and in 
the clearings on the necks, along the River, and by 
Pine Island Brook. Farmers and their wives went 
about their chores witha big load off their chests. 
The clear crisp days of October saw the maize 
harvested and the maple leaves burn crimson and 
fall. As the November days shortened and chilled, 
the hogs were slaughtered and the winter's wood 
chopped and stacked; and when all was snug against 
the north wind's cold weather, the farmers loaded 
their sloops again and put out into the Bay. 

When they made port again and tied up at the 
ice encrusted landings and walked home to warm 
their spray chilled bones before the roaring fire, they 
found a new terror in the air. War. King William's 
War. There was news of the warhoop and massacres 
on the frontiers of Maine, New Hampshire, and 
central Massachusetts; rumors of French troops 
sailing down from Canada. Didn't the King — God 
Bless him, of course — back in London realize what 
he was doing? Whenever he went to war with the 
French, they fired up the Indians to scalp and burn 
and torture. And in addition, this was a defenseless 
coast, with its cabins and clearing back but little from 
the shore. 

So the men leave their woodlots uncut and their 
sloops made fast to the landings, and attend to the 
war. Through the woods from Plymouth gallops a 
rider from the Court. Every town must raise a troop 
of soliders to be in readiness for home protection and 
for an "expedition for Canady and places adjacent." 
From the Necks along the River, from Pine Islands, 
the men gather with those of Sippican and Rochester 



Center to confer and make out the list "of all persons 
required by law to bear arms." They appoint officers 
of their company — Joseph Dotey as the Ensign, 
and John Hammond, from the farm down on Brant 
Island Cove, as Lieutenant. They choose a council 
to "take care for watchings" on the necks stretching 
out into the Bay. They muster and march and call 
the roll, and order "that one third of the soliders at 
a time, come armed to meeting every Sabbath day 
until further notice." 

Orders come quickly for the expedition to 
Canada. So from landing, mill, and farm, men 
with wind-whipped faces meet again. They decide 
which men of the town are to join the two hundred 
soldiers. They collect three charges of powder and 
shot, and "put on board the vessel provided to carry 
the soliders, two pounds and a half of powder and 
12 pounds of suitable buUits for each man sent out." 
The lines are cast off and the vessel puts to sea. It's 
pretty hard on some clearings with a man away. As 
the long summer days go on, and the hay is got in 
and a few sloops poke cautiously in and out past the 
Neck, the news is slow in coming. Finally it comes 
— Port Royal captured. There is rejoicing and relief, 
and the dark forests do not seem as fearful. Yet the 
war drags on; and the next year 1691, more men are 
needed, this time to go with Capt. Church to the coast 
of Maine. 

When they load their sloops again they find the 
war has come right to their very landings. Beaten in 
Canada, the French send privateers along the coast. 
Privateers — worst than pirates. They can capture 
and seize with the authority of their government, and 
nothing can be done about it. For over one hundred 
years they are to strike fear in every seacoast home 
where fathers, sons and brothers are out to sea.

The Number 23. Starring Jim Carrey and Virginia Madsen. Directed 
by Joel Schumacher. Running time: 95 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Imagine my surprise to learn that The Number 23 has nothing, in fact, to 
do with the number 23. Like many another "meaningful" numeral, 23 has vexed 
the insufficiently busy for years; the phenomenon even has a name — the 23 
Enigma. While it allowed for a creepy (and sometimes tasteless) marketing 
campaign by New Line Cinema — everything from Caesar 's stab wounds to your 
mother-in-law's birthdate can somehow be traced back to 23 — it doesn't add 
up to much in the movie. The film isn't even finally about one man's obsession 
with 23; it's a generic twist-ending thriller in which the meaning of 23, and all 
else, recedes into absurdity. 

With a director like Joel Schumacher (whose past work, to put it kindly, has 
gone over the top) and a star like Jim Carrey (ditto). The Number 23 should've 
been a guilty-pleasure thriller whose style is as loopy as its premise (think of 
Dead Again or Shattered, or much of Brian De Palma's output). But Schumacher 
is in his clenched, "realistic" mode here, and Carrey gives a grim, exhausted 
performance that would better suit a more serious movie. He's expressive ex- 
actly once here, when he tosses a noose onto the floor with Sifilm noir flourish. 
Unlike Robin Williams, who has been down this look-Ma-I'm-a-psycho road, 
Carrey's mind doesn't seem to be racing; his body is. His manic charge is all 
physical. His body is his tool, and when he can't use it (as he did, much more 
expressively, in his best serious effort. Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind) 
he's a void. 

Carrey is Walter Sparrow, a vaguely depressed animal-control officer. 
Walter runs across an ominous dog named Ned, who bites him and leads him to 
a cemetery — to one gravestone in particular. Remember that, because nothing 
in this sort of movie is random. Neither is the fact that Walter's wife Agatha 
(Virginia Madsen) buys him a book called The Number 23, packed with details 
that seem uncomfortably close to Walter's life. Purportedly fiction, it's about 
a detective named Fingerling, who plays the saxophone and dallies a lot with 
femmes fatales with names like Fabrizia and Suicide Blonde. (Carrey plays 
Fingerling in the segments we see from the book, looking like he's in an In 
Living Color spoof of film noir.) Walter soon grows obsessed with 23, seeing 
it or permutations of it everywhere, while stray dogs everywhere presumably 
frisk about uncaught. 



I've been as harsh on Joel Schumacher as anyone, but he proved in Phone 
Booth that he can pull it together and deliver a trim, effective thriller. Then 
again, Schumacher had a script from old hand Larry Cohen; here he's got one 
from first-timer Fernley Phillips, who seems to have sprinkled the 23 Enigma 
stuff onto a standard-issue psychodrama and not bothered to tie it all together. 
Schumacher's work here seems dispirited and sour when it isn't simply bland, 
and for once in my life I yearned for the madcap Schumacher of those awful 
Batman films, which at least came off as though the director was having fun 
(even if we weren't). And if you're not going to have fun making, or watching, 
a thriller, what's the point? 

Everything in The Number 23 is locked — mathematically, you could say 
— into the big reveal at the end. Since there aren't many places for this sort of 
thriller to go, you guess where it's going pretty easily. And it's a big letdown after 
the first half, which promises a dark portrait of a man who gets numerologically 
in over his head. 23 is treated here as if it were a mental virus, infecting everyone 
who hears about it and making them run around in vicious circles. But really 
it has no relevance to the Thing That's Being Hidden, which has more to do 
with garden-variety jealousy and the idiocy of someone discovering a bloody 
corpse and picking up a bloody knife. Then there's that damn dog Ned, who 
keeps turning up, and a skeleton discovered in a park, and a scene where Walter 
mails 23 empty boxes. This movie is insane, and deserved an insane approach. 
What it gets is a director and cast treating it with ridiculous sincerity.
